These are sita-
aled on the south side of the race track, nnder
the grand stand, where I8 a sheltered but well-
venitloted space, well adupied for the pur-
pose, Here nis proceedings are quite varied
and mteresunf;. conslsting of exercises with
dumb bells, pulieys, iron bills, ete; also builet-
ing a large bag, heavily stutfied, whioh 18 sispen-
de‘c‘l from the roof,for the purptse, we presume,
of hardening the hands and giving solldity W
his buge fists. The pulley exercises are a very
important item In the pfg&umme. and are cer-
tainly admirably adap o slrenglhen the
muscles of the legs aud arms. Thearrangsmoent

After the work Is concludad in
this gepariment the next thing lo order 15 an-
olher walk of slx miles or sp, and then comes
dinner, which I8 of good, nourisbing, healtby
food, washed down by & glass of good sherry
wine, Dinner is taken about 1 o'clock. Then
we bave post prandial exerclsss with damb
bells snd pulleys again for an hour or so, and
then the refresbment of 8 good rest and sieep,

In the aflernoon s walk of seven or elgnl
milis 18 taken, which tinishes the dny's work,
with the exception of apother slight “stratcher'’
of o tew mileg after snpper. The effoct of all
this bard work Is relling on MoCoole, He has
reduced abont 21 1bs. since he wenl luto traln-
ing, his normal weight belog about 240 1bs, His
condition as to health and strength is splendid.
Every ounce of superfluous flesh is belog
worlked off. The muscles of his massive llmbs
are becoming bard god firm sel, and blsolear
eye, fresh complexion, and genernl appenrance
indicals a splendid organization In perfect
bealth and vigor. There Is luck In prize fghis,
at ln mostl otuer things, but barring ont all un-
lucky sceidents and mischances, wa think

Tne explosion earrled a portion of the boller
weighing over three tons, for a distance of
more LLUAD R square, rebonnding twice from Lbe

round In I ssage. The boiler and engline
rnuuue Is a perfect wreck, though much of the
muchineryonn be saved, The second boller was
dr‘lveu througn a thick partition wall lolo the
miil,

Same of the dwellings In the vielnity were
damsged by the nlyln : masyses of brick and lron,
but nune very serlonsly,

The worst of the affulr, however, 18 the loss of
life, The engineer, Duvid Hantsch, was found
dead in & corner of the house, The body of an
operative named Valentine Myers was subse.
guently laken out of the ruins ¢ruashed and
mangled,

Buperintendent Plumer was morially
wonnded, sipee reported dead; and several
maleand fernale operatives were scalded by
the exoaping sleam,

The cause of the misfortune ls Involved In
doubl, the Coroner's jury being now oconpled
in the Investigailon.

The scene of the oasualty has been visited b
greatnumbers of cltizens, and immensoe orowds
surrounded the ruins for hoars after the accl-
dent.
